These were the 
words of Dr, Robert Johns at 
a recent interview during which 
he discussed his first year as 
college president, 

Dr. Johns continued by ex- 
pressing his desire to find a 
better way ‘‘to provide for faculty 
needs” and to ‘‘offer more op- 
portunities for research which 
now are limited,” 


No Specific Plans 


When asked if his plans for 
SSC had been altered with the 
election of Governor Reagan, 
Johns stated that he did not come 
to Sacramento with any specific 
plans and that he has made none 
yet. He added that experience 
has taught him not to make plans 
before gathering the facts and he 
is ‘‘still in the process of gather - 
ing information’’ so that he may 
Make some plans,

State Board 
Ol’s Pass= 

° & 
Fail For JC‘s 


SACRAMENTO--Junior colleges 
throughout California now may 
let their students take up to 12 
units of work on a pass or fail 
basis, 

The State Board of Education 
granted the authority during its 
May meeting, legalizing a 
practice some of the two-year 
schools had followed for some 
time, 

Under a pass-fail grading 
system a student may enroll in 
a course without worries that they 
will receive a low mark and drop 
their over-all grade point aver- 
age. At the end of a course 
the student is notified only of 
sucess or failure, 

Colleges like the system he- 
cause it encourages students to 
enroll in classes they otherwise 
would bypass for fear of receive 
ing a low grade due to limited 
natural skills or interest. 

Aithough many of the state’s 
78 public junior colleges had 
aliowed students to take courses 
on a pass-fail basis for some 
time, the legal office of the State 
Department of Education ruled 
last year that such a grading 
system was not permitted under 
existing regulations,

The 1966-67 academic year 
marked the last vear of the 
College Council at SSC. Next fall, 
the faculty representative bedy 
will be known as the Academic 
Senate. 

Whether Academic Senate or 
College Council, its aims are 
the same. It consults with the 
college President on matters of 
importance to the welfare of the 
college. It is the only channel 
through which all segments ofthe 
faculty are represented in ad- 
vising the President. The College 
Council considers educational 
objectives, policies and pro- 
grams, and submits recom- 
mendations to the President. It 
encourages and facilitates the 
exchange of information and 
points of view among the Council 
members and between them and 
other members of the faculty. 

Since the inception of the 
College Council at SSC in 1963, 
about 70 percent of its 
recommendations have con- 
cerned curriculum and faculty 
personnel matters, inclucling 
tenure and promotions. About 
30 percent of its recom- 
mendations have been concerned 
with policies affecting students. 

its recommendations con- 
cerning and affecting students 
have included the establishment 
of priority registration and ad- 
vance registration for continuing 
students at SSC. It has adopted 
the pass-fail system now being 
offered ia academic areas other 
than a student’s major and minor 
fields.

ments and general education 
requirements) and receive the 
latter grade while striking the 
first grade from the students’ 
record. It has been responsible 
for placing two student repre- 
sentatives on many major faculty 
committees and has allowed them 
to vote on matters brought up 
within those committees, except 
on personnel matters. 

But as much as the College 
Council has done in the way 
of aiding the students, it has 
also stirred up considerable con- 
troversy and gained foes from the 
student population at SSC, 

In reorganizing into an Aca- 
demic Senate, the Council has 
still made it clear that it will 
not admit student representatives 
to the Senate with full voting 
powers. Two students, who will 
either be chosen by the student 
body or appointed by ASSSC 
President (for 1967-68), Jan 
Eakes, will sit on the Senate, 
but will be prohibited from voting 
on most issues which come up 
before the Senate. At a special 
meeting of the College Council 
in March, called specifically to 
determine whether or not to 
amend Article VII of the con- 
stitution of the soon-to-be 
Academic Senate which concerns 
voting limitations, Council mem- 
bers reiterated their views that 
students should be evcluded as 
full voting members on the 
Senate. It was decided, however, 
to leave the final decision up to 
the entire faculty via a faculty

Pass-Fail and the 
Info for Registration 


A rumor has been going around 
campus about a new approach 
to both classes and grading pro- 
cedures. With advance regis- 
tration going on today and 
tomorrow, this topic is both 
timely and informative. 


Many colleges in California 
and the nation have tried or 
considered using pass/fail as 
grades in certain classes. The 
pass/fail grade would be of most 
advantage to new college 
students. It would serve to give 
them time to adjust to the lax 
atmosphere at college without 
having to worry about specific 
grades. It would be a disadvantage 
to male students who wish to 
have grades and class standings 
reported to their selective 
service boards. Pass/fail could 
also destroy the incentive of 
those students who work for a 
particular grade. After due con- 
sideration, a compromise was 
reached by the SSC ad- 
ministration. 

Students now have the option 
of registering for a class for 
“‘credit only’, They can register 
for one only each semester. The 
class must be exclusive of those 
classes required for one’s major, 
minor and credential objective. 
The student would receive CR 
in the course if his work were 
of C caliber or higher. He would 
receive nothing for work of D 
or F grade. There would be no 
grade to be computed into grade 
point average, the units com- : 
pleted would gotoward graduation ' 


requirements, To enroll in a 
class for credit only, a student 
must fill out the required form, 
available at the Registrar’s Ser- 
vice Center prior to registration. 
This is necessary because the 
student’s records must be pro- 
cessed by hand for all credit 
_only classes. 

There has been talk, too, on 
campus about experimental 
classes. This project will be 
handled by the College Honors 
Program under their co- 
ordinator, Stephen Polkinghorn. 
Classes will be started as soon 
as there is a demand, There are 
presently some classes similar 
to this under the Honors 
Seminars. If, and when, experi- 
mental classes do get started 
on this campus, they will likely 
be of a conservative nature. 

Admission to the Honors Pro- 
gram is by invitation only. A 
student can be asked to enter 
the program on the basis of his 
high school record, if he is an 
incoming freshman; or on the 
basis of his privious college 
record if he is a transfer stu- 
dent. Students from SSC may be 
invited on the basis of their 
record here or upon the recom- 
mendation of a professor or of 
an honors student. He may also 
talk to Polkinghorn if he is in- 
sterested in the program. Many 
times personal incentive is more 
important than grades. Polking- 
horn’s office is in the College 
Honors Center in the temporary

the ruling passed just this year 
by the College Council which 
allows students to repeat courses 
for the purposs of attaining a 
higher grade. The School of Busi- 
ness (34 faculty members) voted 

unanimously to bring up a motion 
at the Council’s April meeting 
which called for a faculty-wide 
vote to be taken on the issue. 
An important amendment was 
tacked on to the motion at the 
last minute, which said that the 
faculty's vote would merely be 
advisory as to the action the 
College Council should take on the 
matter. 

In matters other than those 
concerning or affecting students, 
probably the single most 
important issue passed by the 
College Council was its decision 
to reorganize into an Academic 
Senate. The major difference be- 
tween the two types of faculty 
representative bodies is the 
membership of the two bodies. 
One of the prime improvements 
of the College Council’s replace- 
ment by the Academic Senate will 
be that the Senate will include 
fewer ex-officio members and 
will be a truly more represent- 
ative faculty body. The current 
ratio of ex-officio members to 
regular members is 1 to 2, 
For every two regular members 
of the College Council (faculty 
members), one ex-officio mem- 
ber must also take a seat on the 
Council. The charter of the Aca- 
demic Senate calls for a ratio 
of 34 regular members to five 
ex-officio members. In the Aca-

Council include the following: SSC 
President, division chairmen, at 
least five other administrative 
officers, representative to the 
statewide Academic Senate, 
elected faculty members who are 
elected by the faculty and include 
representatives from each in- 
structional division. Ex-officio 
members include the college 
vice-presidents, deans, asso- 
vice—presidents, deans, as- 
sociate deans, college librarian 
and college business manager.

Work drawings, the final stage 
before actual construction, for 
SSC’s new six story library were 
started this week by two private 
bay area architects. 

The six and three quarter 
million dollar structure, to be 
located between the Little 
Theatre and the Engineering 
building will hopefully begin to 


take physical shape in June or’ 


July of 1968 according to Gor- 
don P. Martin, college librarian. 
This will be only the first half 
of a larger building planned to 
meet the needs of Sacramento 
State’s growing campus. 

Completion of Phase! is hoped 
for by the summer of 1970 and 
will house 2600 students along 
with nearly one-half million 
books. Final plans for the lib- 
rary call for a million book 
capacity and room for over 5000 
students. 

Although the structure will be 
located at what is presently the 
south end of the campus, Martin 
stated that, “We will always have 
a centralized library,” referring 
to the fact that SSC will event- 
ually evtend to Folsom 
Boulevard, 

The present library, which 
will become the administration 
building, can now meet the de- 
mands of 13,000 students. The 
new library will provide enough 
information and literature to 
serve over 20,000 or nearly 
double SSC’s current enrollment.

Bustling, friendly, interest- 
ing, controversial, enjoyable, 
Sacramento State College could 
be called ail of these things and 
probably much more, To the 
nearly 11,000 students here, 
campus life means many things, 
But what services, activities and 
facilities does SSC provide stu- 
dents for a fully rounded college 
program? 

Here is a general outline of 
the Sacramento State picture as 
it effects students with in- 
formation and facts as obtained 
from ‘Answers to Some Impor- 
tant Questions About Sacramento 
State College,’’ compiled by 
Richard Kimball social science 
representative on the BOD, and 
Duane Spilsbury, director of pub- 
lications, and published by the 
college, 

SSC Students 

This year’s 10,553 students, 
7,182 of whom are full-time, 
were selected from the top rank- 
ing one-third of all California 
high school graduates with the ex- 
ception of 165 foreign students 
from 39 countries, About 44 per- 
cent of our students are living 
at home or with relatives, some 
31 percent of them are married, 
and about 10 percent are craduate 
students, There are about five 
men for every four women on 
campus. 

Freshman students are ac- 
cepted on the basis of their grade 
point average during their last 
three years of high school and 
on the score on an entrance ex- 
amination, A large number of 
incoming juniors transfer from

an accredited institution. 

SSC students are taught by a 
faculty of more than 500 full-time 
and part-time teachers with 
graduate degrees from more than 
100 colleges and universities 
throughout the United States and 
the world, According to the Spils- 
bury-Kimball information bul- 
letin, “‘Among the faculty are 
distinguished research scholars 
in the area of Shavian literature, 
stimulous-response learning in 
animals, the action of heart 
muscle, and the antropological 
traits of early Californian In- 
dians, The college also boasts 
two published novelists, a 
nationally known poet, as well 
as several musical composers, 
instrumental performers and an 
outstanding theater arts depart- 
ment,”’ 

Degree Programs at SSC 

Nearly 80 different types of 
degrees are offered on this cam- 
pus, Included among these are 


25 liberal arts degrees ranging 
from antropology to speech arts, 
21 offered in the professional 
and occupational areas, 8 ed- 
ucation credential programs and 
nearly 25 masters degrees, 
There arealsotwo-year graduate 
programs in business ad- 
ministration and social work, 

Fourteen new degrees have 
definitely been planned to come 
into being within the next four 
years, Among the new bachelor’s 
degrees which will be offered 
are music, early childhood ed- 
ucation, Russian, Latin American 
Area Studies, geology and 
government-journalism. Mas- 
ters degrees will also be es- 
tablished in the areas of coun- 
selling, librarianship, civil, me- 
chanicai and kiectrical Engine- 
ering, nursing, physics and geo- 
graphy. 

Services, Housing, 
Financial Aids 

Scores of administrative per- 
sonell are employed by the col- 
lege to serve the student in every 
way possible. Among the first 
to help is the Admissions and 
Records Office, There is a com- 
plete testing facility and a staff 
of trained counsellors, A Student 
Health Service is located on cam- 
pus as well as a Housing Office, 
a Vocational Placement Office 
and a Student Activities Office, 
There is also an advisor for 
foreign students, 

The Financial Aids Office 
oversees the distribution of al- 
most $1 million annually in the 
form of scholarships, {fel- 
lowships, awards, grants, loans 


tutes and training of Peace Corps 
volunteers, To finance these pro- 
jects, the foundation receives 
both federal funds and private 
bequests and donations. 

Besides the on-campus 
housing offered for about 400 
women and 200 men, the col- 
lege also maintains control over 
approved off-campus housing. 
This type of housing includes 
privately owned dormitories and 
apartment buildings. The recent- 
ly dedicated Guy West pedestrian 
bridge was constructed to con- 
nect the campus with this type 
of housing. The information book- 
let used in this article states, 
“Pending is a plan to develop 
married students housing for 
some 200 couples as well as 
faculty housing at College Town, 
which is up-river from the city’s 
filtration plant, College housing 
officials annually inspect the 
some 60 houses which are on 
the approved college list,””

SSC conducts a comprehens'!+e 
extension class program within 
a 13 county area, Approximately 
40 departments provide instruc- 
tion in the program each year, 
including a number of courses 
in the Travel Study program 
which enables students to par- 
ticipate in field services through- 
out the US, Europe, Mexico and 
the Orient. 

The summer and extension 
courses reach a total of about 
9,500 students each year and pro- 
vide the college with ap- 
proximately one-half million dol- 
lars in fees, Both programs are 
self-supporting. 

Athletics 

Over 380 athletes participated 
in 11 acredited sports under the 
direction of John W, Baker this 
year, Such sports as football, 
baseball, cross country, track 
and field, basketball, golf, gym- 
nastics, swimming, tennis, water 
polo and wrestling are included 
in the program, Participating 
athletes must maintain a 2,0 
grade point average in order to 
compete and must carry a mini- 
mui of 12 units, During the past 
10 years, SSC has earned 37 
Far Western Conference Cham- 
pionships, more than any other 
conference school. 

This has been a brief summary 
of the programs at SSC, But

Government for the students, 
might well sum up the programs 
of ASSSC President, Kit Oase, 
Said Richard Kimball, social 
science representative of the 
Board of Directors, ‘‘In terms 
of actual advances for students, 
he probably has accomplished 
more than most others I’ve 
seen,.”’ 


During his term of office, Oase 
has helped get a pass-fail grade 
system approved for classes out- 
side a student’s major or minor 
or general education require- 
ments, arranged for formal mid- 
year commencement cere- 
monies, helped get student 
representatives on committees of 
the College Council, and played 
a maior role in SSC Week 
activities, 


At election time, he cam- 
paigned for Proposition Two, the 
measure for allocating funds for 
state college and university 
buildings, in Placer and Amador 
counties. And when the tuition 
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controversy arose, he arranged 
a meeting of the state college 
student presidents with Governor 
Reagan, He has also worked with 
John Vasconcelles, assemblyman 
from San Jose, in trying to get 
the name of California State 
College changed to California 
State University, 


Oase was a main force in 
helping the Cultural Programs 
Committee arrange the Soviet 
studies program, ‘‘Fifty Years 
After the Russian Revolution,’’ 
In work with other committees, 


he helped the Orientation 
Committee in sending out 
students to high schools to 


acquaint students with SSC’s pro- 
grams, and aided the Academic 
Affairs Cmmittee in conducting 
a survey of graduates on the 
effectiveness of the general ed- 
ucational program. 


Along with Lee Ritchey, he 


worked with the transit author- 
ity in working out better bus 
service schedules, And helped 
in getting library hours length- 


As a member of the State 
College Chancellors committee 
on State Arts and Lectures, Oase 
compiled a report on state fin- 
ancing for auditoriums for state 
college campuses, 


Oase also compiled a 
questionnaire on student govern- 
ment structures and various 
campus policies which he sent 
to student presidents on other 
state college campuses, and later 
compiled the results of the sur- 
vey. In addition, he worked with 
the other student presidents to 
get block booking of entertain- 
ment for the state colleges, He 
also participated in an exchange 
of ideas program with Chico 
State College.

After serving in the Air Force, 
Ben Kypridakis completed work 
for his Bachelor of arts degree 
from Sacramento State College in 
1960, Richard Jackson, the new 
director of the SSC Art Gallery, 
was a student at SSC at the same 
time as Kypridakis, These two 
young men operated an art gallery 
in Sacramento in 1959, 


Kypridakis continued his stud- 
fes and was granted a master of 
fine arts degree from the Univer- 
sity of lowa in 1962, He taught 
ceramics at the South Australian 
School of Art, It was there that 
he created one of the most im- 
portant centers of young potters 
in Australia, And created is the 
word, The first dcy when he saw 
what was to become of the ce- 
ramic department, he found the 
basement fiooded, There was a 
foot of water standing where the 
pots were to be stored, Because 
there was little equipment and he 
had so many students eager to 
begin, Kypridakis introduced an 
old Japanese process, raku, to 
his students, 


He built workable pottery fa- 
cilities from nothing. He had 
several things going for him, 
friends in Melbourne and a very

ment was required. Almost in- 
stantly, the students were 
producing ceramics. 

la two short years Ben Kypri- 
dakis became one of the most 
highly respected potters in Aus- 


tralia, He held major one-man 


shows in Sydney, Adelaide and 
Melbourne, He also made two 
important television films for the 
Australian Broadcasting Com- 
pany. Critics have said of his 
work: “‘The heights of perfection 
coupled with sensitivity:’* ‘“pos- 
sesses an inner glow,” *‘refined, 
austere and possessed of a cer- 
tain oriental mystique.” 


Kypridakis’ work is well 
known in the United States, He 
is representated in major col- 
lections, not only in this country, 
but also in Australia, New Zea- 
land and Japan, He has been re- 
presented in important national, 
regional and invitational ex- 
hibitions and he has won several 
major awards including a pur- 
chase award in the Syracuse 
National, First Award for pot- 
tery in the “Young Americans 
1962,’’ He holds the Bronze Medal 
from the American Craftsmen’s: 
Council for excellence in design 
and craftsmenship, His work has 
been represented in several na- 
tional publications, 


Since his return to the US, his 
work has been shown at the Candy 
Store Gallery in Folsom,

Abdullah From Saudia Arabia

Abdullah Al-Sultan, a student 
from Saudi Arabia, arrived at 
sacramento State College in the 
fall of 1966. He spent his first 
three days in Sacramento with 
his host family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Gallisdorfer. 


Now a resident of Draper Hall, 
Abdullah, nick-named ‘*Abe’’ by 
his American friends, re- 
members with pleasure his first 
home in Sacramento. 


“‘T still visit them, ’* Abdullah 
said. ‘And when I write to my 
family in Saudi Arabia, I write 
about my host family. My re- 
latives are very pleased to have 
news of the Gallisdorfer family.”’ 


Al-Sultan has been in the Un- 
ited States for two years. He 
arrived in New York in Decem- 
ber 1964, to go to school in this 
country on a scholarship given 
to him by the government inSau- 
di Arabia. When he arrived in 
New York, ‘‘Abe’’ went imme- 
diately to the School for Inter- 
national Training in the Exper- 
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iment in International Living. 
This school is located in Brat- 
tleboro, Vermont. Here ‘‘Abe’’ 
participated in an intensive study 
of the English language, before 
proceeding to his next school, 
Bowling Green State University, 
in Ohio. 

Edward Schuck, Al-Sultan’s 
advisor and the director of In- 
ternational Programs at Bowling 
Green University, recommended 
the police science and govern- 
ment courses at SSC, This re- 
commendation and the infor- 
mation supplied by the New York 
office of **Abe’s’’ host or- 
ganization, the Saudi Arabian Ed- 
ucational Mission, were the de- 
ciding factors when Al-Sultan 
picked Sacramento State as the 
college where he wished to con- 
tinue his studies. 

‘“*Abe’’ is a police science 
and administration major, with 
a second major in government. 
Al-Sultan’s eventual goal is a 
government position with the 
Ministry of the Interior in Saudi 
Arabia. After graduation, ‘‘Abe’’ 
would like to be a Police Ad- 
ministrator in the Ministry of the 
Interior. 

Al-Sultan said that Jack Ir- 
vine and Paul Weston, his ad- 
visors, are always interested in 
his problems, and are always 
willing to help him find a sol- 
ution. At SSC he has iound stu- 
dents and faculty friendly and 
kind. ‘‘Abe’’ has made new 
friends in the Sacramento area 
as well as friends at school. 

Abdullah made several com- 
parisons between systems of 
education here and inhis country. 
Education in Saudi Arabiais free; 


junior high school and three years 
of senior high school, and only 
six years of elementary 
education. But there is a total 
of twelve grades, just as there 
is in the United States,” Al- 
Sultan said. ‘‘All grades, and that 
includes college, comply with one 
program of courses for one full 
year’s term, rather than by sem- 
ester.’’ He also said that in 
college the student has a pre- 
set schedule depending upon his 
major. ‘‘Classes begin at 7 am, 
and usually end about 2 pm, with 
a noon break for lunch.’’ 
Al-Sultan prefers the Ameri- 
can educational system because 
it permits him to choose the 
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teachers, courses and sections he 
wants. But he pointed cut that 
both countries stress the need for 
a good education to prepare the 
student for a better job, social 
environment, and cultural ad- 
vantages. 


‘‘The courses here at SSC are 
more sophisticated in their appli- 
cations in the various fields of 
study,’’ Al-Sultan told the Hornet, 
“because of your democratic 


system of education.” He added

that in ms country there is no 
student government. The Min- 
istry of Education supports, 
finances and teaches education; 
it provides for all the schools,

“In schools in Saudi Arabia 
there is no student government 
such as SSC’s BOD, There is 


Abe pre’ers essay questions 
to multiple choice questions on 
exams, because he can write 
an explanation, write an answer 
to a question he understands. 

“Most of the time I don’t 
know what the multiple choice 
questions mean,’’ Abe said. 


Last setnester he got a ‘*B”’ 
in English, even though his 
college English Efficiency test 
indicated a language deficiency 
when he first came toSacramento 
State. ‘I’m glad I worked hard 
on my English,” Abe said. 
‘«English was my favorite subject 
in high school. Two of my Eng- 
lish teachers were froin Texas. 
They helped me set up a rig- 
orous reading program. I stilluse 
that reading program.”’ He knows 
that the more English he reads, 
the more he understands, the 
easier all his courses become. 
One of his hobbies is writing 
poetry. At present he writes only 
in Arabic, but he hopes to be 
able to translate some of these 
poems into English by next fall. 


Al-Sultan took advantage 
of every opportunity to see the 
American methods of adminis- 
tration and law enforcement at 
work. He has visited The F.B.I, 
school, the Police Academy in 
Washington D,C,, the Southern 
Institute of Police at the Uni-

versity of Kentucky, and the 
Michigan State School of Police 
Administration.

Abe is active in the Hall’s govern- 
ment, he was elected scholar- 
ship chairman for the 1967 fall 
semester.

sort, But I think that the 
present Board of Regents is 
very cumbersome and it’s not 
a good way to run the biggest 
university in the world, I think 
that the terms (Regents) of 
sixteen years is too long and 
I think some consideration 
should be given to revising 
the structure of the Regents 
board, 

QUESTION; Dr. Rafferty has sug- 
gested that both faculty and 
students should be represent- 
ed as voting members of the 
Board ( of Regents), Would you 
support this? 

ANSWER: The problem again is 
which faculty and which stu- 
dent, and would they be picked 
by the governor, would they be 
picked by the student body 
president? 

QUESTION; These would be the 
student body presidents, He 
(Rafferty) also said that he 
would like to have an assistant 
to the Chancellor of each uni- 
versity campus on the Board 
of Regents, 

ANSWER: I believe it’s well to 
have greater involvement as 
far as faculty and students 
are concerned, but, after a 
while, the Board, which is 
already twenty-four members 
(large), gets to be the size 
of a convention, Where are 
you going to draw the line? 
At every meeting, we do have 
the chancellors come in, and 
are present, We have been 
asking the student body presi- 
Gent to sit in, if they can. 


to make it (the Board of Re- 
gents) a more workable, viable 
instrument, 

QUESTION: Before Dr, Kerr was 
dismissed, there were attacks 
from both the right and the 
left, which seem to have the 
more articulate leaders, and 
there seemed to be this great 
expanse of middle where there 
was no opinion coming forth, 
Then, after his firing, there 
was this great mass of people 
who came forward andreject- 
ed his firing as being this or 
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this or that, Have you found 
on the political scene that a 
great portion of the voting 
public is apathetic until some- 
thing reaches crisis propor- 
tions? 


ANSWER: I think that’s largely 


true, I don’t think ‘apathetic’ 
is the best term, I think 
‘inarticulate’ (is); they may 
approve, but they don’t sit 
down and write a letter about 
it. As far as the Kerr matter 
is concerned, the Governor 
and I, when we went over it, 
decided that we did not want 
to raise it at the first meet- 
ing because certainly, if he 
were dismissed at the first 
meeting, and we had no way 
of knowing how the votes would 
go, and yet it would be impuned 
as being politically oriented, 
For that reason Dr. Rafferty 
left after the first day because 
everybody assumed it would 
not come up, And we didn’t 
engineer it at all. Obviously, 
Kerr had been having his prob- 
lems with the Regents, andthe 
majority of those Regents 
were not appointed by us, They 
were Brown (ex-Governor) 
Regents, and Knight (ex- 
Governor) Regents, and even 
one going back to Colbert 
Olsen (ex-Governor), He 
simply had lost the confi- 
dence of the Board of Regents, 
It was an intolerable situation, 
He forced the issue, in the 
sense that he said he wantedit 
resolved; he didn’t ask for a 
vote of confidence as such, So 


QUESTION: State Senator Rodda 


has said that he agrees with the 
position that this tuition pro- 
posal fits the definition of the 
gimmicks that Governor 
Reagan spoke against in his 
inagural speech, and that there 
is no real purpose to it other 
than the disciplinary affects it 
would have according to one 
of your newspaper interviews, 
How do ycu feel about this 
gimmick approach? 


ANSWER: I certainly wouldn’t 


call it that, I think we need 
a full and frank discussion 
of tuition. I don’t understand 
some of these people that 
say, ‘Oh, you mustn’t even 
discuss it, The fact is thirty- 
one other states do use tui- 
tion, First of all, it should 
be made clear (that) we don’t 
have the power to impose 
tuition, All we can do is sug- 
gest an idea, The Regents 
will decide for the Univer- 
sity, and the legislature will 
decide whether the state col- 
leges have it, But I’ve never 
had itasadisciplinary matter, 
and I use discipline in the aca- 
demic sense, not the military 
sense, I’ve always regarded it 
as a way in which lower stu- 
dents could get student loans 


(.) 
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and scholarships, that’s what 
the money ought to be used 
for — not inthe general fund — 
and to increase faculty sal- 
aries. The fact of the matter 
is that, under the present 
so-called ‘tuition-free plan,’ 
the idea is to get the lower 
income students, from dis- 
advantaged h.mes, into the 
state college ind university; 
(but) it isn’t working that way. 
Who goes to the University 
of California? The upper 
twelve percent, What homes 
do they come from? The high- 
er income and the middie in- 
come homes, And it’s the 
same percentages you have in 
the private colleges, And I’m 
saying that if the idea of tui- 
tion-free (higher education) 
is to help the disadvantaged, 
that system isn’t working. 


QUESTION: Like the so-called 


‘service fees’ — actually tui- 
tion? 


ANSWER: That’s the other point. 


We’re just kidding ourselves, 
The problem with ineidental 
fees is that they don’t help 
the general university system, 
They are earmarked only for 
local campus problems, One 


‘ university may decide tobuiid 


a stadium with them, and 
somebody else may — they’re 
sort of the chancellor’s walk- 
ing-around money, I think we 
ought to face up to it, (or) 
at least not be afraid to dis- 
cuss tuition in a rational way 
without making it look like 
we’re invading a sacred do- 
main or something.

support a study like this that 
would entail maybe two or 
three years of research into 
the master plan and how it 
could be changed before any 
drastic steps, such as tuition, 
are taken? 


ANSWER: I’m not sure we have 


to wait that long on tuition, 
I think that an on-going study 
of the University is proper, 
No institution is so sacred 
that it can’t withstand a little 
scrutiny, But, insofar as the 
immediate fiscal problem of 
this state is concerned, we 
ought to get tuition disposed 
of one way or another as an 
immediate possibility. (The 
Regents, incidentally, recent- 
ly put off the tuition question 
for the next year so that they 
might have time to conduct 
a study of their own, 


QUESTION: This would be an 


aid to the budget? 


ANSWER; Indirectly only, Insofar 


as it would help faculty sal- 
aries ~ you wouldn’t have to 
pay them out of the general 
fund — and insofar as (inter- 
ruption by questioner.) 


QUESTION: And it would help 


the Senate and Assembly in 
making up the budget — know- 
ing how much money will be 
going out? 
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ANSWER: Right, 
QUESTION: The scholarships 


which you mentioned were 
brought up by Assemblyman 
Pattee, He wants at least half 
of the tuition money to go 
into scholarships, There are 
some kids who are ‘B’ stu- 
dents in high school, and would 
be abie to afford the present 
system if tuition wasn’t im- 
posed, but maybe would not 
be able to obtain scholarships 
of this nature if tuition was 
imposed, Because of their ‘B’ 
standing. ‘B’ students don’t 
usually bring in these scholar - 
Ships. It’s usually the ‘A’ 
(students) and the very 
emplary that bring these in, 
Would this discriminate 
against these (‘B’ and ‘C’ 
students?) 


ANWER: Yes, That’s why I want 


a student loan program, too, 
because very often the best in- 
come earners are the ‘B’ 
and ‘C’ students, Let them 
borrow the money, Let them 
not have to take an outside 
job so they can improve their 
grades; and they can repay 
it afterwards, So that that’s 
why 1 think it ought to be 
maybe 40-30-30 (percentage 
of tuition money), or some- 
thing like that, rather than 
half for scholarships, It’s a 
point of fact that if you were 
to have that kind of money 
right now, you couldn’t spend 
the money if you tried tc get 
the scholarships out that fast 
with that much money.

‘Starship Troopers’’, Robert 
A. Heinlein's award-winning 
novel of a twenty-second century 
soldier, is, if nothing else, a 
refreshing variation on the old, 
timeworn utopia theme, Instead 
of basing his society on the 
ideais of the basic honesty and 

good nature of man (as most ut- 
opian literature has done), 
Heinlein’s futuristic society has 
succeeded by effectively an- 
ticipating and counteracting the 
evil and dishonesty in men. 

Structurally, ‘Starship 

Troopers” is a sufficiently 
literate book. It runs the gamut 
of style from an almost electric 
retention of the reader’s interest 
to a state of abysmal long- 
windedness. Although he is 
a talented writer, Heinlein has 
an annoying tendency todress his 
heroes in white hats and his 
villains in black ones. (He even 
pulls a rather underhanded 
psychologeal ploy by giving one 
of his characters—a murderer — 
the name Dillinger.), Whenever 
Heinlein needs to propound one 
of the theories behind this 
society, he conveniently supplies 
himself with a properly articulate 
character, who knows every word 
he wants to say and can rattle 
off reams of ideology in one 
breath. 

But there is much more to 
“Starship Troopers” than just 
that. In this society — the Terran 
Federation — a person has all 
the rights of today’s demo- 
cracies, with one major 
exception. One must volunteer for 
at least two years of service 
to the federal government before 
one is allowed to vote. If one 
chooses not to serve, there is 
no discrimination, no social 
castigation — just no vote. The 
enlistee is allowed to state a 
preference (anything from filing 
clerk to the armed forces) but 
there is no guarantee that the 
preference will be the enlistee’s 
ultimate line of service. After he 
has served his term, the enlistee 
is discharged, given the informal 
title of ‘‘citizen’ and allowed 
thereafter to have a hand in the 
choice of his government. 

The theory behind this organi- 
zation is that only these who 
have consented to serve and 
protect their government are 
worthy of voting to direct it. 
The greatest sacrifice a person 
can make (they are taught) is 
to place his own life in the 
path of his government’s would- 
be conquerors. Only they have 
proven themselves responsible 
enough to be given the franchise, 

Heinlein fails to explain why 
this system has not regressed 
to the position the United States 
was in the early nineteenth cen- 
tury — when only the landed, 
propertied, de facto aristocracy 
voted, creating powerful interest 
blocs. While his characters dis- 
parage the fallacies of ‘‘the 
twentieth century democracies,” 
Heinlein has failed to have them 
make such an _ important 
istinetion.

is a little less believable, Larson 
has altered the classic story 
somewhat, but not so that it 
is wholly acceptable or true to 
life, 

Thomas Lynch, in the title 
role of the classical version, is 
the most outstanding figure of the 
two evenings. He conveys pas- 
sionately the emotions of a leader 
who is deeply concerned about the 
plague and famine that have made 
miserable the lives of the people 
of Thebes; the heart of a man 
who loves his wife, Jocasta (play- 
ed clumsily and insensitively by 
Lynn Stribling) and children, but 
who is compelled to now the truth 
of an alleged curse; the soul 
of a man who finds out the truth 
of his curse and who has the 
supreme strength of character 
not to extinguish his life, but 
to suffer by blinding himself for 
being so “‘totally corrupt, so ut- 
terly wunclean.”” Lynch never 
loses the audience in believing in 
his hopelessly doomed condition, 
His imposing voice and gestures 
“dominate the stage. 

In the modern play, Lynch 
plays the young priest, Father 
Demetrius, and is one of the few 


‘€ actors of note in that play,Mich- ‘ 
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ael Bain as Creon was the only 
player besides Lynch in the clas- 
sic version who seemed invcived 
in his part. 

Behind the beautifuily ex- 
ecuted over-sized masks of Joh 
Kimbell, the leading players are 
well understood, The stylized 
gestures of each character come 
easily to each, The chorus, al- 
though a little obtrusive (with 
16 members) is successful in 
providing an appropriately 
gloomy background to the play by 
being made up in white, moving 
deliberately and precisely to- 
gether; and delivering their lines 
in a monotone, 

Dean Busick designed excel- 
lent sets for both plays, There 
was a slanted circular stage and 
a great stone temple with doors 
that opened automatically for en- 
trances in the classic version and 
a modern Greek city set for the 
modern one, with mayor’s house, 


bridge and taverna, 
The composition of Larson’s 
modern play, both in set 


placement and in movement of 
the actors was one of the most 
impressive features of the pro- 


Michael Fallon was an affected 
Nikos, the Oedipus of modern 
Thebes, speeches em- 
phasized with forced gestures, 


Larson uses authentic Greek beer 
bottles) and complaining. 

Norman Sabowitz as Manolis, 
and Mike Maloney as Costa are 
successful in sustaining the tense 
tone of the play when others fal- 
ter. 

The second act of the modern 
version begins with a dance (cho- 
reographed by Constantino 
Galaxitas) between! the men of 
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Thebes, which is one of the play’s 
brighter moments,

Today, most students have to work to go to school, unless they had 
exceptionally good grades in high school, Andanathiete is no different 
in this respect from anyone else. 


SACRIFICES 


Where he differs is that he sacrifices some of the time he could 
be using to earn a better living or to get even higher graces when he 
goes out for an intercollegiate sport, He is making that sacrifice for 
the school — his actions benefit the school — and the least the 
school could do would be to help him out a little, 

That wouldn’t make the athlete a professional any more than a 
regular scholarship would make the other students professionals, 


And of course, in the long run, athletic scholarships enable a school 
to get more really good athletes for their teams — so naturally the 
caliber of athletics improves. 

But the officials of the FWC fail to realize this point. They seem 
to have set themselves up as the guardians of the virtues of amateur 
athletes — and refuse to change with the times,

marchers,

calling Lyndon Johnson a war monger, and indicating Robert McNamara 
and Dean Rusk as murderers, Those people inthe park were obviously 
peace marchers, 

Later in the day these thousands were to walk to the United 
Nations building in New York and demonstrate their belief that all 
people could live together as brothers. The black pai aded with the 
white, There were Indians, Negroes, Orientals and Whites all proving 
that love between different races is feasible, They sought peace, 

Pretty soon another young student approached the flag bearer. 
This new person pulled a cigarette lighter from his pocket and at- 
tempted to set the flag on fire, The crowd cheered. Just then a man 
in a neat suit jumped forward shouting ‘‘No, no, stop!” He grabbed 
for the flag but missed it when he was pulled down from behind, 
Several people in the crowd began to kick him, spit on him, hit him, 
Still more people jeered and ridiculed him, ‘‘Peace!
